Living in Baltimore is a native of i'or- 


Hico, says the JJaltu. fe'mt, who has 


Dent the best part of his life on the is- 
ind and is heart and soul in sympathy 
ith tbe Americau arms. 
His name is 


Vtigusto Ortiz, aud he is a student at the 
Ultimore College, of Dental Surgery. 


We have heard down there," he said, 


for a long time of freedom and liberty, 
ut the idea of becoming part of the 
Jnitecl Slates never occurred to us, and 
et I don't think the people would ob- 
ect. It would be best, because they 
ardly know how to govern themselves, 
ml would flght each other if free, simply 
ecause so many people would want to 
e governors and generals. Our towns 
re pretty and clean aud we have soldiers 
alore. They can fight and will fight 
'he city of San Juan, which I hear is to 
e attacked by the Americans, I think 
ill give them trouble. San Juan is on 
small island about a miles long and 
alt a mile wide, and is separated from 
,ie big island by a stretch of water about 
ne hundred yaids wide. This water is 
panned by three big iron bridges. 
The 


argest bridge is in the centre, and is 
sed by carriages and pedestrians, while 
lie others, about thirty yaids on each 
irle of the big bridge, are for railroad 
rains and omnibuses.

•Our houses and stores are all of biiek, 


nd there is not a wooden building in 
be city. The tallest building in town ia 
our stories high, and there is only one 
f thai kind. The rest are three and 
wo-storied affairs, generally two. 
But, 


wo stories of a house in >San Juan make 
bout what three stories mean here, the 
tilings are so high and the rooms so big. 
rhe town is compact and with the ex- 
eption of the plaxaa there ia hardly a 
;rass plot to be seen. Trees we have in 
ilenty, and beautiful ones, too. 
All our 


)ublic buildings are in the neighborhood 
f the Alfonso XII Plaza. Herd is the 
Governor's palace of white marble, the 
ourlhouse, custom house, public tieas- 
iry aud public library, the 'Casino Es- 
anol,' the 'Blateneo' or law school, and 
ome of the big stores. Twice a week, 
t this plaza, we have music by a big 
and, and there is a theatre across the 
way where there are many kinds of en- 
ertainment. 


'Social clubs are scattered about the 


own generally, the moat prominent be- 
ng the 'Casino Espanol.' Out at Morro 
Camp, the grounds about Morro Castle, 
we have a large place for soldiers, where 
;hey drill, and in town there is a big 
loldier house, 'Billaja,'on theSanFran- 
;isco plaza, where the artillerymen are 
itationed. Our stores sell about the 
iame things that you do here, and the 
iown does a big business, considering its 
10 000 inhabitants. It is a pretty town, 
with lots of colors and a gay people. 
They dress nearly like you here, except 
concerning the trousers. Tbe men wear 


coat and vest, collar and shirt like 


Americans, but the trousers are half 
Spanish and half French, very wide to 
the knee and very tight below. 


DIFFICULT TO MAKE LOVE TI1E11E. 
"The girls have a hard time, not near- 


ly as nice aa the Baltimore girls, and the 
young men have lota of trouble of mak- 
ng love. 
The girls wear gowns like 


those here, but arrange their hair with a 
swoop that takes it back off the fore- 
bead, to a knot in the back, and some- 
times it hangs all the way down without 
a knot. It is very pretty, but still they 
have a hard lime. Why, a young girl 
there cannot go out alone like they can 
here, but she muat take some older 
friend or some relative as a chaperon. 
At home, when a young man calls to see 
his girl, if he is much in love.it makes 
him very mad to Dnd either a father or a 
mother or older sister sitting in the same 
room, and they will sit there until he 
goes. Really tbe only cbance a fellow 
has to talk to the girls without some one 
hearing all he aays is at the dancea, 
which are given every week at the differ- 
ent clubs, aud even then he baa to talk 
to her quickly while be is dancing, for 
when they stop alie baa to go back to'hei 
mother, or sister, or aunt, or somebody 
The young men, however, make the 
best of the danees. When you want to 
marry a girl you have to ask her parents 
first of all, be^auae you get no cbance to 
ask the girl. Thia is a very bad custom 
and I think when the American soldiers 
get down there things will be different 
Both men and women in San Juan and 
all over ibe island wear clothes of much 
more cite than Americans, and you 
rarely at!} a dark suit of clothes on a 
man. TL i girls are gay, with all tb 
colors of Me rainbow, and with more 01 
a chance to lee them without tbe charier 
on, life there',would be very pleasant 


"San Juan is a thoroughly Spanish 


city, and almost all tbe people there are 
loyal to Spain. 
The large stores, tbe 


shipping interests, and, in fact, most of 
the business of tljj town are controlled 
by Spaniards. Toe religion of tbe city 
and also of tbe main island ia entirely 
Catholic. I tMnk there is but one Pro- 
testant church on the island, and that ia 
at Ponce, in/'the extreme southern por- 
tion." In San Juan there is a large semi- 


nary, the Cathedral and the Bishop's 
palace. 


l'J50]'r.K WANT T.I11EHTV. 


"Although San .luan is, aa 1 say, thor- 


oughly Spanish, the balance of Porto 
Kieo is-not, but in many places the Span- 
iards are hated ht-artily and the people 
are wild with the idea of liberty. Partic- 
ularly is this ao in the southern portion, 
where Ponce is situated. Here would be 
a good place for a landing of the army, 
iia it could be effected with ease, and 
there is a line road, almost aa good as 
those in Druid Hill Park, running clear 
to the northern shore, near San Juan. 
Near San Juan, on the main island, is 
the city ol Arecebo, 20,000 inhabitants, 
with the worst harbor in the whole island. 
The water there is ao rough at all times 
that vessels are obliged to anchor outside. 
Thia town is connected with San Juan 
by railroad, as is also Aguadella, of 15,- 
000 inhabitants. Neither of these cities 
is fortified except by earthworks. 


"The first city of the island is Maya- 


guez, of 30,000 people, the only place 
where they have horse cars on tracks. 
Ponce is a great business centre. 


"The climate all over the island of 


Porto Rico is delightful. It never goes 
above 95° there, and it is always cool be- 
neath the trees. At night it is almost 
cold. Altogether I think it is a much 
prettier aud more fruitful island than 
Cuba.

A correspondent of the jVw Yurk 


Herald writing from Santiago de Cuba, 
thus describes the lormal surrender of 
the Spanish to the American forces : 


"As the two commanders moved 


toward each other, their horses advanc- 
ing at a slow walk, the adjacent hills 
were thronged with officers and soldiers 
of the conquered and conquering armies. 
During the night the Spaniards had 
vacated their trenches, but groups were 
scattered all along the plateau which 
fronts our lines on that side. By Gen- 
eral Shalter's order a line of sentries 
had been stationed at the outer limits of 
our lines, with instructions to permit 
uone of our soldiers to pass beyond.

met about half way between the lines. 
The Spanish general and his staff, im- 
maculately clad, approached 
General 


Shafter's party slowly. 
As tlie two 


commanders neared each other they rode 
slightly in advance of their attending 
officers, and when within easy speaking 
distance drew rein simultaneously and 
raised their hats. 


Immediately every officer on both aides 


uncovered bis head and remained so 
until Shatter and Toral had replaced 
heir hats. At the same moment Gen- 
ral Shafter's cavalry escort deployed 
And presented sabres, to which the Span- 
ah infantry responded by presenting 
arms. 


After exchanging salutations General 


Shafter took from Lieutenant Miley the 
sword and spurs of General Vera del 
ley, who died bravely defending .El 
Janey on July 1, and presented them to 
General Toral with bis compliments. 


General Toral appeared to be much af- 


!ected aa he received these souvenirs of 
his dead comrade in arma. He warmly 
thanked General Shafter and banded 
the sword and spurs to Colonel Fontaine, 
his chief of staff:. 


General Shafter then announced thai 


he was ready to receive the surrender ol 
the city under the terms of capitulation 
already agreed upon and signed. 


General Toral, speaking in Spanish 


then said : 


'I deliver up tbe city and Province o: 


Santiago de Cuba into the authority o: 
the United States." 


General Toral then made a motion aa 


if to offer bia sword, but this instantly 
was checked by General Shafter. 


General Toral and the members of bis 


staff were then introduced to the priu 
cipal American oflicers. 
While this 


function was under way the Nintl 
Regular Infantry, 
IE full marching 


order, advanced from our lines. 


The American Infantry took a posi 


tion at the rear, having been selected as 


the regiment to occupy the city. Thej 
curried dog tents, haversacks and cook- 
ing utensils. 
At the same time the 


Thirteenth Infantry descended into the 
valley to receive the Spanish garrison, 
which began to emeige from the city 
and which alowly marched along the 
broad road until within three hundred 
yards of our lines. 


As the Spanish soldiers filed past flon- 


eral Toral they saluted him and he 
gravely bowed acknowledgment with 
sorrowful face. To the front the oflicers 
went and stacked their arms and then 
moved along into position where the 
men could recline on the giuss. 
The 


members of the garrison carried camp 
equipage and will not re-enter the city 
until ready to embark. 


This formality being over, General 


Toral 
saluted 
General Shafter and 


turned 
toward 
the 
city. 
General 


Wheeler wheeled his horse, and the two 
commanders, conqueror and conquered, 
entered Santiago side by side. 


The entire population ot the city lined 
he streets or gazed upon the procession 
rotn the housetops and windows. A 
uajority of the people seemed pleased to 
ee the Americana enter and welcomed 
iur soldiers with glad facea and smiles. 


The cavalcade passed slowly through 


.he streets until the plaza was reached, 
^n front of the Governor's palace the 
two generals aud the members of their 
tuffs dismounted. 
The grand reception hall in the Gov- 


ernor's palace had been prepared for the 
occasion. 
Iu a beautiful room, with 


iigh frescoed ceilings, General Toral 
'ormally turned over the city to General 
Shafter. 
Governor Koss and all the 


officials of the province and the muni- 
cipality were formally presented to Gen- 
eral Shafter and his officers in the order 
of their rank. 


When the venerable Archbishop of 


Santiago entered there was a dramatic 
pause. The aged prelate, regally attired 
n his official robes of acarlet, came 
through an arched entrance, followed by 
four priests robed in white. When he 
was presented to General Shafter he 
bowed courteously and pxpressed grali- 
ication that further bloodshed had been 
averted 


The archbishop added that he hoped 


foi peace between the two nations on 
terma as honorable to Spain as was this 
capitulation. 


It was difllcult for the onlookers to 


•ealize that this was the same man, who, 
only a few weeka before, had given ex- 
pression to such bloodthiraty defiance of 
the United States. 


It was now noon, the hour set for 


raising the American 
(Ug over 
the 


>overnor's house. Up to this hour the 
,ime had passed pleasantly, the Ameri- 
can and Spanish officers at the palace in- 
termingling without restraint. Every- 
body 
bad been 
chatting pleasantly. 


General Toral moved about, introducing 
different persons preaent, and being ap- 
pearently in the beat of apirits. 


Captain McKittricK, Lieut. Wheeler 


and Lieut. Miley bad been selected to 
perform the ceremony of unfurling the 
(lag, and at Qve minutes before noon 
they ascended to the cupola of the 
palace. Aa the cathedral bells rang out 
the hour of noon the stars and stripes 
shot to the top of the flagpole where for 
centuries had waved the banner of 
Spain. 


General Shatter, General Wheeler and 


every 
American 
present 
uncovered, 


while the soldiers presented arms and 
the band played "The Star-Spangled 
Banner." 


With rare courtesy. General Toral anc 


his staff, also uncovered, and remainec 
in that attitude until the strains o£ the 
music ceased.

Rico has not been, like Cuba, dev;istat- 
urt by a long war. Its resources in cat- 
sle and agricultural products are consid- 
erable, and our commissary supplies can 
oe supplemented by forays.

General Miles, with the advance guard 


of the Porto Eico expedition, is believed 
bv War Department officials to have ar- 
rived at his landing place in Porto Rico 
Sunday night. 
No direct news of bis ar- 


rival was received, which may have been 
due to inability to reach a cable station in 
time. 


Unless a strong Spanish force was ready 


to oppose him, General Miles probably 
landed at once, as confinement on trans- 
ports is a severe strain for tbe troops. 


Soldiers who will embark for 1'orto Eico 


were rushing into Newport News all day 
Sunday. 
Those who arrived 
included 


New York, 
Pennsylvania, Illinois and 


Ohio volunteers. The troops expect to 
leave on transports to-day, but maybe de- 
layed until Wednesday. 


Officers of the army in Washington are 


criticising General Shatter's plan of cam- 
paign at Santiago. They say there was no 
lecessity for the heavy losses in killed and 
.rounded, and that a more capable com- 
mander would have accomplished 
the 


game results with less loss of life. (ieneral 
Shatter is also criticised for lack of admin- 
istrative ability, and it is asserted that 
President McKinley was not in favor o! 
putting him at the head of the Santiago 
expedition. 


General Shatter baa issued an order 


highly praising his troops for their con- 
duct in the Santiago campaign. 
It was 


the army, he says, which forced the Span- 
ise tleet to leave Santiago. 


So far General Shatter has failed to 


make any report of the trouble between 
himself and General Harcia. He. ia said 
to have written a letter to General Garcia 
stating that tbe surrender of Santiago was 
made to the Americans, not the Cubans, 
but expressing his appreciation of Cuban 
aid. 


A cablegram from Havana to Madrid 


states that the insurgents have captured 
Gibara, on the northern coast of the prov- 
ince of Santiago de Cuba, which indicated 
that they are acting independently. 


Adjutant-General Corbin received a dis- 


patch from General Shatter, stating that 
SOU new cases of fever of all classes were 
reported in his camp before Santiago on 
Saturday. 
General Shatter says the situa- 


tion is not alarming, although 1,500 men 
are sick, about 150 of them having yellow 
fever. 
Malaria fever and dengue fever, 


tlie latter peculiar to tbe Cuban climate, 
constitute the majority of the cases. Gen- 
eral Shatter reports six deaths from yellow 
fever in the hospital at Sibony. 
After a 


rigid inspection Dr. Brunner, of 
the 


Marine Hospital service, reports that there 
is not a case of yellow fever at Tampa. 


Havana has been made so strong to re- 


sist the expected attack that it is spoken 


this programme will be entirely accepta- 
ble to that element of tbe Cuban party 
which demands immediate possession of 
captured territory, but as tbe administra- 
tion is convinced that this element is 
neither the most numerous nor respecta- 
ble in the Cuban cause, it is believed its 
dissatisfaction will take no more danger- 
ous form than protests. 


It has been suggested that the Presi- 


dent's action in the case of Santiago might 
be construed by European nations as in- 
dicating an intent to disregard the terms 
of the resolution of Congress and to mean 
a permanent seizure of the island in be- 
half of the United States. 
This view, 


however, will not, it is believed, obtain to 
any extent among the representatives of 
the European rations in the United States, 
who are aware of the necessity of some 
such action as that adopted by their Presi- 
dent in order to prevent excesses and law • 
lessness at Santiago.

With the week just closed the United 


States saw the end of the third month of 
the war with Spain, and the responsible 
officials, from the President down to the 
lowest employe, who has bad to do with 
shaping the course of events, feel noth- 
ing but satisfaction at the progress made. 
An army of a quarter of a million of men 
has been mobilized, armed and equipped, 
and much of it has seen service. 


The battles preceding the capture of 


Santiago have been remarkable in many 
respects, and in the opinion of military 
experts have covered tbe United States 
army engaged with inperishable glory. 
Modern warfare of a type developed in 
these engagements was absolutely new 
and untried, not only to the United States 
army but to the world. No such chaige 
is recorded in history as that made upon 
the stone fort and the block-houses crown- 
ing the hills of El Caney. 


There have been engagements between 


trained troops and savage races in tbe 
jungles of India and on the hills of South 
Africa of late yeais that conveyed in a 
slight manner the possibilities of modern 
weapons. But these battles fought by the 
Fifth Army Corps have been the first in 
which large bodies of troops of civilized 
nations on both sides have been engaged 
with all the implements of modern war- 
tare, and the result is bound to be highly 
instructive to the military student and to 
extort admiration for the splendid lighting 
qualities ot the United States soldiers from 
the most unwilling critics.

Whatever may be the ultimate disposi- 


tion of Cuba, the Philippines, the Ladrones 
and Carolina?, Porto Rico is to be held. 
It is to be made a strong military and naval 
station, commanding the entire West 
Indies and controlling the approaches to 
the Gulf of Mexico, the Caribbean sea and 
the future canal across the Isthmus. 


When the United States undertook to 


drive Spain from the Island of Cuba it 
followed as a logical consequence that the 
Spanish flag would be swept from every 
point in which it Boated in the Western 
Hemisphere, and though some of the in- 
habitant? of Porto Rico may not like the 
change, there is little doubt they will soon 
learu that the government o! the United 
States is preferable to that of Spain.

weather has been very bot for the last few 
days, but it seems they drill you all the 
harder. I was vaccinated this afternoon. 
All the boys have wore arms.

Rica, but 1 don't put ftiitb in it. I hope 
it is true, though.

PREPAKIXG roll WHEAT. 
If it is the proper thing to prepare for 


•war in time of peace it is right to pre- 
pare for wheat in time of harvest. It is 
quite probable that a large acreage o: 
wheat will be sown the coming fall. Anc 
in the rush to get in a larger acreage 
than usual mnch of it will be sown on 
land carelessly prepared, or something 
will be left undone that should be don 
to insure a good crop next season. IV 
have had some experience the past sea 
son, says a writer in Farmers' Guide, on 
15rooksid9 Farm, along the line of pre 
paring lands for wheat, that may be o 
interest to many wheat growers, and 
being in the harvest now, we are able to 
tell what our experiment along this line 
amounted to. We had ten acres of 
clover stubble, ten acres of uncut clover, 
twenty acres of wheat stubble, twenty 
acres following oats, and twenty acres 
corn stubble. Beginning with the uncut 
clover, this land was all turned as soon 
after harvest as the work could be done, 
but owing to the dry weather much of it 
broke up very cloddy. It was not pos- 
sible to get it all worked down and put 
in lirst-class condition for sowing. The 
clover laud was in best shape of all, aud 
the wheat stubble was roughest, this be- 
ing much dryer at time of breaking than 
the oats stubble. As the plowing was 
douedrag and roller to)lowed right along, 
but it was impossible to get it all in just 
the condition that sve desired. Timely 
fall rains would have enabled us to get 
it all iu first-class condition, but in ttieir 
absence the sowing had to be done in a 
somewhat unsatisfactory manner. Tiie 
corn stubble was worked with the disc 
harrow aad put in fuir••condition. 
The 


land was about alike so tar as natural 
fertility was concerned, and same seed 
aud fertilizer was used throughout. The 
only difference was in the preparation of 
the seed bed, previous cropsgrowu mak- 
ing quite a difference in the seed bed at 
time o£ sowing. The results are as 
might be expected, the clover giving by 
far the largest yield. The yield ou the 
two clover plats is about the same, at 
least we are unable now in cutting to 
tell which is ttie better, and au average 
yield of about thirty-live bushels per 
acre is the result. What difference, 
then, is in the soil when clover was turn- 
ed under and whea it was not, remains 
to bu seen. The next besi yield is ou 
the oats stubble, the average being prob- 
ably about twenty-live bushels per acre. 
The wheat stubble will give about eight- 
teen bushels, aud corn probably the same. 
This experiment shows that, if all the 
land had been a clover stubble, about 
cue-half the acreage would have given as 
much wneat as we harvested from the 
whole, aud this with much less labor aud 
expense. 
We readily see the importance 


of properly preparing our 'auds for the 
wheat crop. It' the season bad been 
more favorable for plowing and working 
down the land, perhaps Mie difference in 
yield of crop would not have been so 
great, but hereafter ws shall try to have 
our wheat follow clover when it is possi- 
ble to so arrange our rotation where 
wheat is to be grown. 
With the enor- 


mous crop we will have this season, and 
another larger one to follow next year, H 
is notat all likely that the [..rice of wheat 
will ha up to where it now is, or will be 
at threshing time, aud in view of the 
fact that SO or GO ceuts per bushel will be 
the price paid u«xt year, we should pre- 
pare our lauds that what is delicient in 
price may be made up by increased yield 
Tne good farmer will consider this mat- 
ter well and not sow a foot of laud to 
wheat next fall that can not be put in 
the very best condition for the crop. 
In 


preparing laud for wheat, let the plowing 
begin just as soon after harvest as possi- 
ble. If you have clover laud to turn it 
may be done at any time now when 
teams can he spared from other work and 
when the ground is uot too dry. follow 
the breaking immediately with a gooil 
heavy drag or roller, the latter to be pre- 
ferred iu most kinds of soil. Au occa- 
sional harrowing will keep down the 
weeds and help to retain the moisture, 
which may be needed at seeding time if 
the fall is a dry one. Ou clover lauds we 
would prefer to have a hay crop taken 
off and stubble turned under, as the 
work of plowing can then be pushed 
along much more rapidly and satisfac- 
torily. It is a very dilliciilt matter to 
rig a plow, no matter how good it may 
be, so that it will turn under a heavy 
mass of clover top and not choke or 
make great balks iu breaking. It will 
require ac least two good rollings to 
compact clover land that is being pre- 
pared for wheat, one at time of breaking 
aud the other just before seeding. It is 
a very dillicult matter to give lands iu- 
tended for wheat too much cultivation, 
or work it iu any way that will uot be 
protitable. Good wheat growers think 
they can get a small profit ou oD-cent 
wheat, but the average yield must be 
thirty bushels or more per acre. To get 
this yield, much more attention must be 
paid to the preparation of the soil than 
is the rule among wheat growers. The 
prospect for tire intensive wheat grower 
is very favorable for another season we 
think, but for the extensive grower, who 
hopes for good prices to make up for de- 
ficiencios of yield, tuey are not at all llnt- 
tering. We would say then, to sow only 
what you can put in well, and when your 
rotation comes in just, right for the crop.

Fooling Unthreslietl Oats. 


Oat straw, it is conceded, has ;i value 


as food too Kreat to permit of its use as 
baddinK. If the practice of feeding oats 
tinthreshert was more general, a still 
greater saving would result. (Jut the 
crop several days before the grain ripens, 
which will leave tbe straw iu better con- 
dition aud save a loss of the grain from 
the heads in handling. IE cut with a 
mower they should be cut greener than 
when put iu bundles. The oats may to 
kept iu a stack out of doors if properly 
protected, but it is beat to put them up 
iu bundles aud stack them on end in the 
barn. Iu feeding, the coarse butt ends 
of the stalks should be cut off and used 
for bedding, the rest of the stalk being 
run through a cutter. Both horses ana 
cattle ssem to relish unthreshed oats, 
and fed in this way tbe tendency on ttie 
part of horses to holt tbe grain is over- 
come and the thorough mastication of 
both grain and straw will keep the ani- 
mals in good condition.

SPRAYING AND HOW TO 8i'nA\. 


Insects do much more damage now 


than fifty years ago. This is due to 
several causes. Many forms belonging 
to Europe have found their way to this 
country, and, like the English sparrow, 
have become very '.ilmudant. 
Many are 


more injurious here than in their native 
lands, as other insects, which attack and 
kill them there, have not been able to 
reach this couutry or have been unable 
to live here. Then, too, farming to-duy 
is much more in the line of special crops 
than it used to be. Instead ot a few 
fruit trees on a farm, we may have a 
thousand ; instead of a potato patch, we 
have many acres. In one Nbw England 
;own 1,000,000 quarts of strawberries 
vere raised in a single year. One wheat- 
eld, in California, covered 3G 000 acres. 
These examples show that instead of 


lying miles to find food as iu years past, 
'ood is plenty and nearby, and it' we add 
to this the great destruction of birds, ilia 
iarmers' friends, for their feathers, we 
iud that the great increase in abundance 
of injurious insects during the last 
quarter of a century is Cully accounted 
for. 


The time has come when everyone 


who raises crops of any kind, must be 
prepared to light these insects and pro- 
tect himself from loss as far as possible. 
To do this something muat be known of 
the insects themselves, as different in- 
sects must be treated differently. Some 
feed by eating the leaves ; others bore 
in the wood, and others suck the juices 
of plants. 


For those that eat the leaves, Paris 


greea or London purple, either dry or 
mixed with water, is usually the best, 
though in each case care must be taken 
;hat tbe poison be not so strong as to 
inrt the plaut it is put on, as well as the 
nsects. 


.Borers usually only lay their eggs on 


the bark of the tree and the young borer 
eats iuto the wood. Here no poison can 
reach it and the only thing to do is to 
cover the bark with some substance, so 
that the Insect will not lay its eggs there. 


For sacking insects no poison to be 


eaten will do any good, as they only suck 
the juices, aud the use of something, 
which can be sprayed on over the tree, 
which is strong enough to kill evnry in- 
sect it touches, is the only treatment 
left. 


The following directions for treatment 


by these methods are given both in parts 
und for a barrel of fifty gallons. 


l''or luwwcls Entlritc Leaves. 


1-AR1S QUEEN, UIIY. 


J'aris green (very finely powdered) 1 Ib, 
Flour or plaster, 100 Ibs. 
Mix thoroughly, put ou thinly and 


evenly ; best when dew is on the plants. 


PARIS OUEICN, 
WET. 


Parts. Per bbl. 


Paris green 
lib. Jib. 


Quick lime 
1 Ib. i-Ib. 


Water 
200 gals. 50 gals. 


This is too strong for the peach where 


2i o?.. each of Puris green and quick- 
lime should be used instead of J Ib. 
Keep the mixture well stirred while 
using. To make it, mix the Paris green 
and the lime and add enough of the 
water to slake the lime, stirring while 
hot, then add the rest of the water. 


Good Paris green gives far better re- 


sults than the cheaper grades. 


LONDON MJRPLK. 


This can be used instead of Paris 


green in the directions above, but is 
more liable to burn the leaves. 


FOR BORERS. 


Borers, which like the apple tree borer 
id peach borer, usually lay their eggs 
ear the ground, may be prevented from 


ing this by placing wire mosquito net- 
ig around the base of the tree, like a 
jue, sinking the lower end in the dirt 
nd fitting the upper end close to the 
unk about fifteen inches from tbe 
round. Whitewashing the trunk down 
j about three inches below the ground, 
ith one tablespoonful of Paris green to 
very pail of whitewash is also a good 
reveutive, though not always success 


For Suultltiff IiiHects. 


PI.AKT L1015, SCATJS INSECTS, ETC. 
As these insects to be killed must be 
itually touched by the poison it is much 
arder to successfully destroy them, 
laut lice are soft bodied and the weaker 
mixtures are strong enough for them, 
cale insects, however, are usually cover- 
d by a hard shell, and poisons strong 
nongh to reach them through this shell, 
will frequently injure or kill the plants, 
nless used in winter. 


KEROSENE JOIULSTON. 


Parts. Per bbl. 


lard soap (shaved fine) * Ib. 
1 Ib. 


iVater 
1 gal. 
2 gals. 


erosene 
2 gala. 3 j-gals. 


Dissolve the soap in the water, which 
hould be boiling, and while it is very 
ot pour tbe suds into the kerosene ; 
hen enurn it with a spray pump till it 
hanges to a creamy mass, and then to a 
oft, butter-like substance. This should 
keep for some time. When it is wished 
o use it, add to one part of it nine times 
as much water, mix well, and spray the 
plants. The water should be soft water, 
or else have some aoda added to it. This 
will kill plant lice and many scale insects 
as well as other sucking insects. 


WHALE OIL SOAP. 


Parts. Per bbl. 


,Vhale oil soap 
2 Ibs. 
80 Ibs. 


Water 
1 gal. 
40 gals. 
This is much stronger than kerosene 
imulsion and should only be used during 
wiuter, wlien the trees are not growing. 
It can be nsed for Insects which cannot 
be killed by kerosene emulsion. 


SI'llAYIKS MACHINES. 


A good spray pump should be owned 


by every farmer as it is not expensive 
and will pay for its cost many times 
over. Most hardware dealers either keep 
them or will get them. A good nozzle 
such as the Vermorel, McGpwan or Nix- 
on, should be used and an attachment 
for keeping tbe mixture well stirred, in 
the barrel, is made to go with most 
pumps. 
Straining the mixture used, into the 


barrel, through a fine wire strainer, will 
prove an advantage. 
The above are general methods of 


treatment, and while sufficient in many 
eases, will not do for all. 
In cases of doubt as to what to do for 


any pest, the Economic Zoologist, De- 
partment of Agricultural, Harrlsburg. 
Pa., should be consulted.

In the State 


of New York alone, the damage to the 
wheat crop by this insect, in 1S.14, was es- 
timated 
from carelully prepared data at 


fifteen millions of dollars, and the loss in 
Ohio the same year was even mure. Three 
years later the wheat in this Slate suffered 
more severely, owing to the wider distri- 
bution of the species. Such losses give 
one some idea of the destructive power po- 
ssessed by insignificant insects, und illus- 
trate more fully the value of parasites able 
to control such a terrible pe?t. 


Tliere is nothing in the life-history of 


this insect warranting the assumption that 
because it was abundant the present season, 
it will be less injurious next year, although 
unfavorable climatic conditions or numer- 
ous parasites may be very destructive to 
the species. In the ease of the army worm, 
repeated observations have demonstrated 
that its numerous parasites are so active 
that it is very rare for the insect to be a 
scourge more than a single season. As a 
general rule, as a ppecips becomes more 
and more abundant, its parasites gain upon 
it and eventually reduce it to comparative 
ly harmless numbers. 
Uut iu the case of 


the Hessian fly, it is much safer to rely on 
observation and determine the proportion 
parasitized, as indicated above, than to re- 
Iv on a general rule which may have many 
exceptions. 


Although immunity from attack cannot 


be promised, it appea'rs wiae to grow some 
wheat, if certain precautions areobserved. 
Late planting in the autumn may notol it- 
sell be Bufficientprolectiou, but if it is sup- 
plemented by the earlier sowing ol narrow 
strips of wheat to act as a decoy and attract 
the larger number of fliee, the result may 
be different. 
The trap or decoy strips 


should be plowed under deeply late in the 
fall in order to destroy tlie insects contain- 
ed therein. If there are comparatively few 
parasites, the stubble should be burned, 
by all means, as soon as the crop is harvest- 
ed. To make this means more effective, 
the stubble'should be long, in order to 
leave on the field a larger proportion of 
the insects. If the grain is threshed be- 
fore the appearance ot the fall brood of 
flies, the screenings should also be burned. 
A culture should be practiced on every 
farm, in order to prevent the insect con- 
tinuing its species on volunteer wheat. A 
wise rotation of crops will also do much 
to prevent injury by this and other insects. 
There are certain varieties of wheat which 
are more resistant to attack (those with 
stiff, llinty stems), and, other things being 
equal, they should be selected in a region 
infested by this pest.
